In some States"thT gold Democrats 


and the silver Democrats are having 
trouble as the gold men do not want 
the silver men to use tne party name, 
though the latter are in the ascend- 
ancy. 
In other States the gold and 


silver Republicans are having like 
trouble. 
Ia no instance do the silver 


men object to the gold men using the 
prefix "gold" to designate their party 
affiliation, but the gold men strenu- 
ously object to the silver men using 
the word "silver" on tho official ballot. 
This is the case in Nebraska at the 
present time. 
Tbe gold Bepublicans 


have filed a protest with the Secretary 
of State against the silver Eepubhoans 
bsing designated on the ticket by^that 
name. The gold mi 
" 
" ' 


for their action, that the new election 
law of the State prohibits any new 
party from taking the name or any 
part of the name of a political organi 
zation already in existence. The silver 
Kepublioans admit the correctness of 
the gold Republican's interpretation o 
the law, bat maintain that tbe gold Be 
publicans are tho usurpers, and should 
be enjoined from using the title "Be 
publican party." 
In support of thi 


contention tho 
silver 
Bepublioan 


quote from a number of State plat 
forms of the party in which the equa 
use of both gold and silver is declare 
to be the cardinal principle of the Ke 
publican party. 


The litigation in Nebraska piouiises 


to be interesting as there is a bitter 
feeling between the gold men and the 
silver men iu that State. Prior to 1896 
the Bepublican party in Nebraska, as 
in Nevada, was, or at least pretended 
to be very much in favor of the remon- 
etization of silver. 
Every State Con- 


ventioa of the party declared in the 
most emphatic language for the use of 
gold and silver as money and tbe coin- 
age of both metals on eqaal terms at 
the mini. 
In 1896, when the gold 


trusts gained controi and assumed the 
management of the pnrty, the conven 
tions, State and National, repudiated 
the former principles of the party and 
declared that the gold standard should 
be maintained in the United States 
until foreign nations, which arefiettin 
richer at our expense, and profiting by 
the depreciation in the market price of 
silver, should generously consent to 
its free coinage by the United States 
That the gold Bepublicans do not wan' 
tbe ailvor Bapublicans to USB tbe word 


- "diiver" us a distinctive designation 


very conclusively piovoi that they are 
attempting to 
deceive voter", who, 


though in favor of free coinage, might 
be misled by the name Bepublican into 
votiag for goldbugs.

President Engene Debs of the Social I The aiarm was S0unded just after the 
Democracy appealed to the representa- 
tives to work together for the ameliora- 
tion of the present condition of the 
laboring classes. "Strikes don't pay," 
said Mr. Debs. "They are useless; 
they are caused by the employing 
classes. 
When capitalists get ready I 


for strikes th°y provoke them, know- 
ing well that their cause is won before 
the conflict is begun." 


Mr. Debs has leained from experience 


that workingmen are never benefltted 
by a strike, but on the contrary are 
almost invariably injured by it. They. 
have the indisputable light to quit 
when dissatisfied with the hours wbich 
they have to work, or the wages which 
they receive for their labor. They can 
only use moral suasion, however, to 
prevent others from taking their places, 
and when that fails the strike ia a fail- 
ure, for the moment they attempt to 
use force the law interposes and they 
are imprisoned or shot down. There 
are too many idle men at present to 
make strikes successful. In the case 
of the coal miners, who were working 
for a few dollars a month, others were 
found by the mine operators to take 
the places of the strikers, and the 
latter did not succeed in keeping the 
mines closed. What, then, can work- 
logmen hope to accomplish by striking 
when tboasands are ready to take the 
places of the striking coal miners, 
whose wages did not average $6 per 
month, though the business in which 
they were employed was the most 
dangerous in wbich men are 
en- 


gaged ?
